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the El Universal building while a crowd of thousands marches 
through Caracas. Three companies begin evacuation 
procedures, and the international airport at Maiquetia 
closes. End summary. 
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3. Meanwhile, PAS Information Officer received a phone call 
from a press contact at the El Universal Building on Av. 
urdaneta in Caracas at 7:30 p.m. Contact reported that a 
crowd of "thousands" was moving on Av. Urdaneta toward 
Miraf lores, the Presidential Palace. While the El Universal 
newspaper evacuated its offices at 6:00 p.m., the rest of 
the building did not evacuate. Twelve foreign journalists 
remain at the building, including six Americans. 

4. The contact reported that they have no police protection 
and are unable to get out of the building. He advised that 
be would call the Embassy to report when they decide to make 
a move. 

5. Erito-Lay evacuated their employees earlier today, and 
Proctor and Gamble and Conoco are preparing to evacuate 
theirs as well. 

6. Delta flight due in at Caracas at 8 -.40 p.m. was turned 
around mid- flight, and the Simon Bolivar International 
Airport was closed at 7:45 p.m. 
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
